I (Cree) received a visit from two Norfolk police officers one of whom 
was D.L. Varnell regarding an arrest warrant that they had for Mark Miller, 
Scoutmaster of Troop 188. They informed me that the carplaint involves a boy 
in the Troop who had been molested by Miller for some 18 months, the 
molesting charge indicates that Miller had the boy remove his pants and that 
he spanked his bare bottom while on a camping trip at the Presbyterian Church 
in 1987. The charge also indicated that Miller offered to get a girl for the 
boy to have sex with and that the boy said he wanted this. Miller indicated 
that he had the girl and blindfolded the boy and had the "girl" touch him. 
The boy reported that no female voice was heard. This happened twice in a 
row. The blindfold was removed after the "girl" left. The Scoutmaster then 
applied vaseline to the boy's penis. 

The boy had also taken first aid merit badge under Miller. Miller had 
him give mouth to mouth resuscitation to him as part of the requirements. 

The police officers were going to arrest Miller after leaving my office. 
They were to inform Cree of the status after the arrest so that Cree could 
hand deliver the suspension letter to him at the police station if possible.
